Next  time  you  take  a book  from 
the  library  shelf  and  find  that 
you  come  down  with  an  empty 
cover,  take  .heart  in  the  fact  that 
some  vandal  is  probably  enjoying 
the  inside  of  the  book. 

“The  Myth  of  the  Manuscript 
Found”  had  ironic  overtones  re- 
cently when  the  volume — the 
manuscript,  that  is — turned  up 
missing  from  the  Grant  Library. 

It  may  be  hard  to  believe,  but 
the  accompanying  photograph  il- 


lustrates just  what  has  taken 
place  in  several  instances  in  the 
Brigham  Young  University  libra- 
ries. The  entire  inside . of  books 
have  been  ripped  from  their  bind- 
ing, and  the  covers  placed  back 
on  the  shelves. 

To  steal  a book  this  way  or  by 
any  other  means  is  to  deprive 
other  users  of  important  material 
for  days,  months,  and  perhaps, 
for  ever. 

Another  problem  that  has  con- 
fronted the  library  is  the  mutila- 


tion of  books  and  periodicals  by 
tearing  out  pages,  clipping  car- 
toons, and'  taking  out  pictures. 
Books  are  one  of  the  priceless 
possessions  of  our  civilization, 
and  their  destruction  is  a mark  on 
the  character  of  this  studentbody. 

So  much  has  been  said  and  writ- 
ten about  honor  that  mention  of 
it  here  would  be  mere  repetition, 
but  the  BYU  studentbody  as  a 
whole  is  duty  bound  to  put  a halt 
to  this  type  of  violation  of  the 
Honor  Code.

Down  the  Nile  . . . 

John  Goddard  To  Screen 
Kayak  Adventure  at  BYU 

Modern  exploration  with  all  of  its  color,  thrills  and  dangers  will 
be  screened  and  narrated  for  Central  Utah  residents  and  Brigham 
Young  University  students  in  the  fieldhouse  Wednesday. 

John  Goddard,  Latter-day  Saint  from  Los  Angeles  and  one  of 
America’s  top  explorers,  will  show  his  full-length  color  film,  “Kayaks 
Down  the  Nile,”  which  he  shot  on  a 4200-mile  trip  down  the  Nile 
river.  Show  time  has  been  set  at 
8 p.m.  ^ 

In  conjunction  with  two  young 
Frenchmen,  Goddard  accom- 
plished something  that  has  never 
been  done  before  in  recorded  his- 
tory. The  historic  journey,  which 
started  below  the  equator  in  the 
heart  of  Africa,  took  .nine  months 
to  complete. 

Goddard  recorded  the  trip  on 
9,000  feet  of  colored  film,  and  in 
it  he  .has  captured  all  of  the  spine 
tingling  thrills  that  the  three 
young  explorers  met. 

As  a result  of  his  amazing  ac- 
complishments, the  '26-year-old 
Goddard  has  been  awarded  mem- 
bership in  New  York’s  exclusive 
Explorer’s  Club.  The  club’s  roster 
includes  such  names  as  Stefan- 
soon,  Amundsen,  and  Admiral 
Byrd. 

Wednesday  night’s  showing 
which  will  feature  the  young 
Mormon  explorer  in  person,  is  be- 
ing sponsored  by  the  Brigham 
Young  University  Alumni  Associ- 
ation as  a special  student  union 
benefit. 

Ticket  prices  have  been  set  at 
$1  for  adults  and  50  cents  for 
students.  They  may  be  obtained 
in  the  Smith  lobby  and  in  the 
Alumni  office,  as  well  as  several 
Provo  business  houses.

New  Rushing 
Policy  in  Effect 

Unaffiliated  men  will  get  their 
first  chance  to  examine  Brigham 
Young  University  sociaj  units  to- 
night in  winter  quarter  open- 
houses. 

While  the  male  population  of 
the  school  will  attend  openhouse 
tonight,  women  will  not  begin 
rushing  until  Saturday  afternoon. 

For  the  first  time  all  open- 
houses  will  be  held  on  campus. 
This  innovation  is  a direct  result 
of  the  work  done  by  the  I.OC 
social  unit  committee.  It 
coupled  with  several  other  new 
rushing  features  designed  to 
eliminate  discrimination  from 
social  units  at  the  Y. 

Openhouses  will  be  carried  on 
in  the  Physical  Science  building 
and  in  the  Brin^iall  building  for 
both  men’s  and  women’s  units. 
All  room  numbers  for  the  various 
units  appeared  in  Tuesday’s  UNI- 
VERSE, and  will  be  posted  on 
campus. 

All  students  desiring  to  rush 
must  sign  up  before  noon  today 
with  the  student  coordinator. 

The  Central  Committee  on  rush- 
ing procedures  hopes  to  curb  any 
tendencies  toward  illegal  rushing 
with  these  measures,  and  CC 
members  will  visit  openhouses  on 
both  Thursday  evening  and  Sat- 
urday afternoon  to  make  sure 
that  no  infractions  occur. 

Men’s  units  will  hold  open- 
house  from  7 until  9 p.m.  Thurs- 
day, while  Saturday’s  openhouses 
for  women  will  take  place  from 
2 until  5 in  the  afternoon.  All  stu- 
dents attending  must  sign  the 
register  if  they  wish  to  continue 
rushing.

Works  of  Mozart,  Bartok,  and 
Beethoven  will  be  performed  by 
the  Juilliard  String  Quartet,  mak- 
ing two  appearances  in  Provo 
Jan.  15  and  16.  They  will  appear 
on  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity-Commounity  Concert  Series 
Thursday  night  at  8:15  in  the 
Provo  tabernacle  and  will  make 
a special  performance  for  Y 
students  Friday  morning,  during 
the  regular  assembly  program  in 
the  Joseph  Smith  auditorium. 

Their  immediate  objective  is 
to  perform  the  great  works  of 
the  string  quartet  repertoire,  to 
explore  the  lesser  known  litera- 
ture of  the  past,  and  to*hring  to 
contemporary  music  the  painstak- 
ing musicianship  usually  reserved 
for  the  revered  works  of  other 
periods. 

The  artists  who  are  top-flight 
among  string  quartet  groups  are 
Robert  Mann,  violin;  Robert  Koff, 
violin;  Raphael  Hillyer,  viola; 
and  Arthur  Winograd,  ’cello.  They 
are  in  residence  at  the  Juilliard 
School  of  Music  in  New  York  and 
are  members  of  the  ensemble 
faculty  of  the  school. 

The  quartet  is  "made  up  of  four 
young  Americans  who  look,  act 
and  play  as  never  a European 
string  quartet  looked,  acted  and 
played.  . . obsessed,  magnificently 
independent,  inspiringly  unre- 
strained . . . symbols  and  mess- 
engers of  the  new  spirit.

DORMS  PREPARED 
FOR  OCCUPANCY 
WINTER  QUARTER 

The  first  of  nearly  1000  occu- 
pants will  begin  moving  into  the 
16-building  dormitory  subdivision 
about  the  middle  of  winter  quar- 
ter, it  was  reported  by  Ben  Lewis, 
associate  treasurer  in  charge  of 
construction. 

Inside  finishing  work  is  now 
being  done  on  two  of  the  build- 
ings. The  others  are  in  various 
stages  of  construction.  All  of  the 
buildings,  situated  north  of  the 
present  Wymount  Village,  are  of 
blond  brick  and  pressed  stone  to 
match  the  rece.ntly-cdVistructed 
academic  buildings  on  the  cam- 
pus. Heat  will  be  provided  by 
steam  connections  with  the  cen- 
tral heating  plant. 

The  new  dormitory  subdivision 
when  completed  will  cost  an  es- 
timated $2,750,000,  exceeding  the 
science  building  or  fieldhouse. 

Each  of  the  buildings  will  con- 
tain 10  apartments  where  -stu- 
dents can  plan  and  prepare  their 
own  meals  and  keep  house  under 
the  supervision  of  the  newly-con- 
templated department  of  family 
living. 

The  addition  was  .necessary  be- 
cause of  continuously  increasing 
enrollment  at  BYU.  It  will  take 
care  of  some  expansion,  but  much 
housing  will  still  be  needed  in  the 
community,  according  to  housing 
officials.

“If  we  could  apply  a little  more 
of  our'time  on  things  which  moth 
and  dust  doth  not  corrupt,  and 
where  after  this  life  we  have 
built  something  that  we  will  have 
with  us  in  the  kingdom  of  God, 
we  will  of  all  people  be  most 
happy,”  was  the  plea  of  Bishop 
Carl  W.  Beuhner  in  Devotional 
Wednesday. 

Bishop  Beuhner  developed  this 
theme  by  referring  to  his  faith 
prompting  tour  through  the 
South  Pacific.  “These  people  are 
just  wonderful,”  he  said.  “They 


excel  in  three  outstanding  things, 
feasting,  dancing,  and  singing.” 
He  outlined  that  the  Church  is 
sponsoring  a two  and  one-half 
million  dollar  building  project. 
This  will  include  among  other 
schools  a one  million  dollar  Maori 
College  at  Hamilton,  New  Zea- 
land. 

Bishop  Beuhner  as  well  de- 
scribed the  great  faith  of  those 
islanders,  “I  feel  sure  the  doctor 
of  these  islands  is  the  Lord.” 
Many  of  them,  he  said,  ap- 
proached him  and  asked  for  a 
blessing.  For  example,  a native 
testified,  “If  you  ask  the  Lord  to 
increase  our  vision  it  will  be  so.”

New  Conoco  Station 
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Placement  Bureau  to  Help 
Seniors  and  Graduates 

All  seniors  and  graduate  students  interested  in  job  placement 
were  urged  today  to  register  with  the  placement  bureau,  according 
to  B.  Keith  Duffin,  department  head. 

Declaring  that  “we  want  to  know  each  student  as  well  as  we 
can,”  Mr.  Duffin  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  bureau  was  to 
provide  information  of  qualified  students  to  organizations  seeking 
new  personnel,  and  to  arrange  in- 


terviews between  students  and 
company  representatives. 

A permanent  information  folder 
is  compiled  on  each  student  regis- 
tering with  the  placement  bureau, 
Mr.  Duffin  said.  Included  in  it  is 
. personal  information,  educational 
activities,  military  service,  em- 
ployment background,  references 
from  faculty  and  other  sources 
and  related  materials. 

The  service  is  provided  free  of 
charge  by  the  placement  bureau, 
although  at  some  universities  a 
fee  of  $5  is  charged  for  the 
service. 

The  file  will  be  permanently 
maintained  by  the  department. 
The  placement  bureau  is  located 
in  the  press  building  on  the  upper 
campus. 

Requests  for  interviews  with 
students,  and  opportunities  for 
employment  are  more  numerous 
during  winter  quarter  than  other 
times  during  the  year,  Mr.  Duf- 
fin declared,  stressing  the  im- 
portance of  immediate  registra- 
tion by  interested  students  in  all 
fields. 

To  become  acquainted  with  stu- 
dents, Mr.  Duffin  said  that  he 
wanted  “to  talk  personally  and 
individually  with  every  senior”  so 
that  a “carefully-formed”  record 
could  be  obtained. 

The  placement  bureau  is  slated 
to  move  into  permanent  offices  in 
the  student  supply  building  when 
it  is  compelted.  The  entire  east 
end  of  the  building  will  be  utilized 
by  the  department.  Mr.  Duffin  in- 
dicated that  an  important  part  of 
the  bureau  would  be  a placement 
library  that  will  be  available  to 
students  to  examine  and  become 
acquainted  with  opportunities  for 
employment  throughout  the  Unit- 
ed Stated.

Elder  McKay  is  a prominent 
Utah  farmer  and  stock  raiser.  He 
served  as  recorder  for  Weber 
County  and  in  1919  represented 
Weber  County  in  the  Utah  Legis- 
lature. Before  going  on  his  first 
mission  he  taught  school  in  Og- 
den. Later  he  taught  two  years 
in  the  Agricultural  College  and 
then  was  superintendent  of  the 
Weber  County  Schools. 

He  filled  two  missions  to  Eur- 
ope. Elder  McKay  was  president 
of  the  Ogden  Stake  before  he  was 
ordained  assistant  to  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  in  1941. 

He  was  born  Oct.  19,  1875  in 
Huntsville,  a son  David  and  Jean- 
ette Evans  McKay.  On  Sept.  11, 
1912  he  was  married  to  Fawn 
Brimhall.  They  have  two  daugh- 
ters and  one  son.  He  received  his 
education  at  the  University  of 
Utah  where  he  graduated  in  1899.

All 
amendments  to  Rules  and  Pro- 
cedures must  rest  before  the  body 
of  IOC  at  least  one  week  before 
admission  into  the  document.

It  becomes  more  apparent  with  each  passing  week  what 
farce  these  national  ratings  one  sees  in  the  daily  papers  are. 

We  were  shaken  from  our  naivete  at  the  close  of  the  Christmas 
week  holiday  tournaments  when  several  Skyline  teams  beat  out 
some  of  the  top-rated  teams  in  the  nation.  Naturally  one  would 
expect  these  wins  to  shoot  up  the  local  teams  in  the  rating  columns. 
But  did  that  happen?  Naw,  the  Utah  teams  remained  far  below  in 
the  "honorable  mention”  section. 

As  a "for  instance,”  there  was  Utah  State  and  the  Holiday 
Festival  in  Madison  Square  Garden.  The  Aggies  came  through  to 
win  the  tournament  over  such  teams  as  LaSalle,  NYU,  and  Man- 
hattan. LaSalle  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  was  picked  first  irt 
the  nation  and  is  now  third.  After  that  tournament  Utah  State  ap- 
peared far  down  in  a mass  of  other  teams  receiving  honorable 
mention.

Wyoming,  too,  picked  off  their  share  of  good  teams  to  take 
third  in  the  All-College  tournament  in  Oklahoma.  Same  story.  Hon- 
orable mention. 

Brigham  Young  Is 'having  the  same  trouble,  only  more  so. 
seems  the  more  games  the  Cougars  win,  the  lower  they  drop  in  the 
ratings. 

BYU  was  eighteenth  in  the  nation  when  they  went  to  the  Dixie 
Classic.  The  Cougars  whipped  Duke  and  Wake  Forest  and  then 
dropped  the  final  to  North  Carolina  State — the  ninth  team  nationally. 
Wake  Forest,  whom  the  Y had  trounced  by  26  points,  romped  over 
ninth-rated  Holy  Cross  that  night. 

So  what  happens?  BYU  gets  dropped  from  eighteenth  to  twenty - 
first.  Then  the  Cats  win  their  first  three  conference  games  and  get 
dropped  to  twenty-third  place.  Maybe  if  we  dropped  a couple  of 
games  we’d  get  up  there.  There  just  ain’t  no  justice.

Shocked  at  it  all,  we  found  out  what  cooks  with  this  deal, 
Teams  are  rated  by  votes  of  the  sports  writers.  Naturally,  where 
you  have  the  most  sports  writers,  you  have  the  most  votes — and 
sports  writers  have  a nasty  habit  of  supporting  nearby  teams.
